William Maxwell Aitken, better 
known throughout the world as 
tho Honourable Lord Beaver- 
brook, has resigned as chancellor 
of the University of New Bruns- 
wick. In announcing his resigna- 
tion, Beaverbrook stated that tho 
prcssuro of his duties forced him 
to relinquish his chancellorship. 

One of Canada's most Illustri- 
ous native sons, Beaverbrook has 
received international reknown as 
a publisher, statesman, and phil- 
anthropist. Born the son of a 
Maple, Ontario Presbyterian cler- 
gyman on May 25, 1879, ho moved 
at an early ago to Newcastle, New 
Brunswick, where his childhood 
was spent. Upon graduatin from 
tho University of New Brunswick, 
Beaverbrook embarked upon a 
business career and early display- 
ed a keen and brilliant Insight 
Into business matters. In 1910, 
when ho migrated to England, 
Lord Benverbrook left a firmly 
established reputation on this con- 
tinent as an outstanding leader 
In tho business world. 

Immediately after arriving In 
England, Beaverbrook embarked 
upon a political career, and as a 
member of the Unionist Party, re- 
presented Ashton - Under - Lyne 
from 1910-16. Since that time 
Bcaverbrook's career has been lib- 
erally sprinkled with political ap-

In 1918, tho a year 
after ho became known as Lord 
Beaverbrook, ho was appointed

Minister of Information. During 
tho course of the last war ho held 
the important portfolios of Min- 
ister of Aircraft Production dur- 
ing 1940-41, Minister of Stale In 
1941, Minister of Supply from 
1941 to 1942, and Lord Privy Seal 
from 1943 to 1945. 

Beaverbrook is owner-publisher 
of the London Dally Express, the 
London Evening Standard, and 
the Sunday Express, three of the

Dr. M. M. Kaplan 
To Address Hillel 

Dr. Mordccai M. Kaplan, noted 
scholar and educator, will bo 
speaker at Hlllel House on Wed- 
nesday, October 21, at 1 p.m. 

Dr. Kaplan Is professor of 
philosophy of Religion at The 
Jewish Theological .Seminary of 
America, and founder of one of 
the most powerfully positive ideas 
extant in modern Judaism — the 
Ileconstructlonist Movement.

Professor Kaplan Is the author of 
a series of notable books, among 
which are the following: "Juda- 
ism as a Civilization," "Judaism 
In Transition," "Tho Meaning of 
God in Modern Jewish Religion,'' 
and "Tho Future of the American 
Jew."

getting the practical part of the 
nursing instruction. 

The nurses enter Queen's on 
their Senior Mutriculation or 
equivalent, spend three years nt 
the hospital and then spend their 
fifth year on tho Kingston Cam- 
pus. For this they receive tho 
degree, Bachelor of Nursing 
Science, and become Registered 
Nurses. About half tho graduates 
go into public nursing upon gra- 
duation while the others usually 
go into nursing schools as teach- 
ers. 

During their two years on the 
Queen's Campus tho nurses aro 
in the faculty of Arts. However, 
they have a heavier courso than 
the average Arts woman as In 
their first year they have an cx- 
trn course. Nursing, and in their 
final year, approach the engin- 
eers having 30 hours a week. 

Contrary to hospital procedure. 
Queen's stresses that cho nurses 
be a part of the campus, and 
according to Miss Joneny Weir, 
Director of tho School of Nursing 
Science, they are a popular part. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital Is 
noted across Canada as a top 
school of nursing. Miss Weir stat- 
ed. This plus tho fact that the 
first director of the nursing school 
was a Royal Victoria Hospital 
graduate and teacher, were her 
reasons for It being a recognized 
hospital for their courso. The 
choice, of hospitals is up to the 
student, subject to the approval 
of the faculty. Tho most common 
hospitals chosen are the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, Kingston Gen- 
eral, Toronto General and West- 
ern, Ottawa Civic, and thu Hos- 
pital for Sick Children — Toron- 
to. However, nny hospital is ac- 
cepted, providing they feel that 
the nurses get a good education.

Bcaverbrook's Interests extend 
into philanthropic fields as well 
Tho University of Now Bruns- 
wick's most famous son, he has 
endeared himself to its faculty and 
students by his generous monetary 
donations. His contributions have 
mado possible the Lady Beaver- 
brook Residence, the Lady Beaver- 
brook Gymnasium, and the Beav- 
erbrook Scholarships, to name but 
a few. It Is interesting to noto 
that during tho period that Lord 
Beaverbrook has been interested 
In tho college, his contributions 
havo equalled tho grants of the 
provincial government to that Ins 
titutlon. 

During the past few weeks, JiiBt 
previous to his resignation, Lord 
Beaverbrook mado several toura 
of tho U.N.B. campus in connect 
ion with tho latest or his periodic 
surveys of tho university.

Expressionest Opera Selected 
For First Music Club Event 



An expressionist opera has been 
selected for the first program in 
the Music Club's new series of 
Tuesday night concerts. 

On Tuesday, Nov. 3, the Music 
Club will present Wozzcck by 
Alban Breg at 8 p.m. in the Phy- 
sical Sciences Centre Auditorium. 
This work was reviled at Its first 
appearance for its realism. It has 
recently been recognized as a 
landmark in tho history of the 
music drama, on a level with Der 
Fricschutz and Tristan. 

Berg based his work on the 
nineteenth contury 'play ot tho 
same name by George Buchncr, 
but his writing is always influ- 
enced by his own experience In 
tho First World War. This gives 
tho scenes in the barracks a 
peculiar intensity. 

The hero is a persecuted half- 
mad soldier. He Is boaten by his 
sadistic sergeant, used by tho 
doctor as a subjoct for his experi- 
ments, and receives littlo sym- 
pathy from his sweetheart, Marie, 
though she has horn him a child. 
The music Itself Is partly in 
Schocnlierg's atonal style, but is 
not 'difficult'. In fact, the music 
always has an Intense effect on 
the listener.

Arena wing theatre will feat- 
ure this year a modern French 
play, "Legend of Lovers," by Jean 
Anouilh, author of "Ring Around 
The Moon" and "Antigone". This 
new play, an acclaimed success In 
Taris, is ono of Anouilh's most 
striking works, which ha.-- helped 
cam him the accolade of "leading 
continental playwright." This 
English version of "Legend of 
Lovers" has only been seen on 
this continent in the Theatre 
Guild production in Now York, 
starring Richard Burton and Dor- 
othy Maguire.

Alex Derry, Vice-President or 
tho McGill Students' Union re- 
signed yesterday In the statement 
quoted in full below. 

At the Campus-wide elections 
held on Wednesday, March 4, 
1!:53, Alex Derry was elected to I 
the Vice-Presidency ot tho Stu- 
dents' Union. Alex came to Mc- 
Gill In 1961, already known tor 
active participation in Student 
Government affairs lu high school. ! 
In 1952, lie served on the execu li- 
ve of tho Combined Charities 
Committee. At present, he Is serv- 
ing as Publicity Chairman or the 
McGill Open-House Committee, 
which Is mapping plans tor uul- 
verslty-wlde tours open to the 
public on Friday and Saturday, 
the Cth and 7th ot November. 

His statement ran as rollows: 

It is with regret that 1 announ- 
ce my resignation from the posi- 
tion of Vice-President of the Stu- 
dents' Union. When nominated 
and elected 1 was extreme!' con- 
cerned over certnin dis. Ding 
aspects of the Union organization.

From Primitive Tribe To Wliere?

Russia is half-way between Europe and Asia, and its 
people, throughout centuries have been strongly influenced 
by ideas of both continents. 

In about second century A.D. the steppes around the 
river Dnieper, Don arid Dvina were inhabited by tribes of 
Slavic origin. They lived mainly by agriculture and hunting 
and they led a n>ocTeratcly peaceful existence. Some time 
later however, in fourth and fifth centuries, came the great 
invasion of the savage Mongolian Huns, "The Scauj.ee of 
God." Everything in their path was destroyed. The Slavs, 
like everyone else, were set in motion by the Hun impact; 
it is after the Hun Empire broke up that we see them as a 
unit. By then they held the basins of Vistula, Pripet, Dnie- 
per, Desna, Bug and Dniester and continued to sprpad in all 
directions. Overwhelmed by another strong tribe, the Avars, 
a number of East Slavs fled to the great water road Dnieper. 
The earliest historical centre of these settlers was Kiev. 
These were the ancestors of the modern Russians.

Towns 
wero built — ■ Klov, in tho North;

INVASIONS 
With time Kiev became a prin- 
cipality and produced conslderablf 
splendor. The twelvth century and 
whole of thirteenth century wero 
marked npaln by Monpollan Inva- 
sions, this timo those of the 
dreaded Tartars. Tho Tartar In- 
dcstroylnR possibilities of develop- 
ment in (Inllcia (westward), Iso- 
lating Novgorod from the rest 
vasion was a wholesale calamity, 
of the water rond and leading to 
subjugation of much of the wa- 
terways to Poland and Lithu- 
ania. Civilization was completely 
thrown back, learning was almost 
lost, Art In decline; and it Is 
from this state of subjugation nnd 
demoralization that the power of 
the principality of Moscow, which 
later became Russia, may be trac- 
ed. 

The vtltoln history of the 

rulers of Mo-,cotv or Moscory, 
is n linlr-rnlMnfc nrcotmt of 

mur«lcrx and assassinations. A 
few of the princes, however, nrc 
worth mentioning. The first of 
them was Ivan I, nicknamed 
.Moneybag, who ruled from 
1.128 to 1.110. Ile set his succès, 
sors an example of able eco- 
nomy and concent ration of res- 
ources. The Tartars found that 
they could entrust to him the 
collection of their tribute. This 
gave Moscow a powerful econo- 
mic hold over tho small rival 
principalities. - 

Until nulto recently, tho main 
Interest in Russian history, as 
expressed by evcry-day individuals 
(not historians), Is extended more 
towards certain outstanding rulers 
and tho country's progress under 
them moro than a detailed ac- 
count of tho whole history. These 
"Rrcat" historical flptires arose 
periodically and under their rule 
the country developed. 

IVAN TUB TEimiBfiE 

Such a flRure of Interest Is 
well Illustrated by Ivan tho firent 
also known as "Ivan the Terrible". 
Horn In 1530, ho became Grand 
Prince at three ad put his repents 
to death whqri he was thirteen. 
At sixteen ho amazed everyone 
by having hlmslf crowned Tanr 
Instead of Prlnco. This step mark- 
ed tho bejlnnlnR of tho rulo of 
Russian Emperors which lasted 
until 101G. Ivan's rulo was mark- 
ed by the calling of an assembly 
and great territorial expansion. 
Muscovy extended to the Caspian 
Sea and Rained a firm footinR In 



Siborla. Tho latter part of Ivan's 
reign, however, was dimmed by 
savage cruelty, executions and 
mass-murders. 

Years of internal trouble pass- 
ed, but nothing of great Impor- 
tance occurred. 

ROMANOVS 
A new dynasty came to tho 
throne, the Romanovs, whose 
rule was to last till the Russian 
Revolution. 

In 1082 the ruler, who first 
Introduced Hltssln to the West 
nnd the West to Russia enme to 
the throne. Ho was 1'etcr the 
Great. In Ills youth ho had op- 
portunity in Mudy practical 
subjects nnd was well trained 
in militarism. Ho took over 
after much court intrigue and 
many attcmptsn to prevent his

Howovor Peter did not foreseo 
that through his window would 
flow In Ideas which would bring 
woo and death to tho Romanovs. 

Peters' reforms needed much 
money. Tlint money could only 
bo obtained from taxes, and 
theso fell heavily on tho backs 
of both tho gentry and tho 
peasants. Now tho position of 
the Httsslnn peasant was qulto 
unlqito in Buropo In tlint age. 
From tho times of serfdom 
llttde had chniiKcd for tho peas- 
ant In Russia. Ho was bound to 
tho land where lie was born nnd 
was virtually his master's slave. 
Peter liked the peasants and ho 
enmo Into contact with them 
several times. Hut serfdom Iru 
recognized ns something which 
bo could not replace. Therefore 
. with all his changes nnd mo- 
dernization or Russia ho did 
nothing for the pensants. SIucli 
worse than tlint, nil bis new ere. 
ntlons put on them n burden 
which they could not support. 
When the tnxes could not bc 
pnld, the knout went Into no- 
tion (tho knout was a. Russian 
whip which l.ad a convenient 
way of ridding the victim of his 
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speculations to fill thc spaces; but docs this 
mean that wc must revert to a previously 
rejected theory because no oilier seems forth- 
coming* lie says, "thc only other alternative 
is special creation." Because a modern theory 
built on observed phenomena docs not com- 
pletely fill the picture, arc wc to return to 
thc mythology of primitive ignorance? Be- 
cause this theory has only circumstancial 
evidence lo support it, arc wc to reject it 
for a fable which has no supporting eviden- 
ce at alt? 

I am appalled when I sec a man as wide- 
ly read as Mr. Colebrook seems to bc giving 
such importance to tho mythological writings 
of a people who at thc time of these writings 
were very pagan indeed.

His reign also was marked by 
territorial expansion. In successful 
wars against Sweden, Turkey, and 
tho Cossacks he gained access to 
tho sea, botli tho North Sea and 
the Caspian Sea. Theso gains en- 
abled him to build St. Petersburg. 
Russia now had no political ob- 
staclo In her way to prevent her 
from getting direct contact with 
Western Europe nnd becoming a 
modern European State. 

After Peter's death an Interim 
followed. Thl3 lime It was shorter 
than before. It ended In tho acces- 
sion of Catherlno II, called the 
Great, In 17C2. 

She was of low origin and came 
from Germany. After her mar- 
riago to tho halr-ldlot Tsar Peter 
III, she soon won over tho loyalty 
of tho guard. Peter's extreme un- 
popularity helped her greatly. She 
had him nrrested, assassinated, 
and herself crowned empress. Of 
tho six Immediate successors to 
Peter tho Great, three wero wo- 
men, one a boy of twelve, ono a 
baby of ono, nnd ono nn Idiot. 
There,, In midst of the confusion, 
was a great opportunity for a wo- 
man of Catherine's capability. Her 
profession, ns she herself said, was 
administration, but tho sldo of 
administration in which sho ex- 
celled was diplomacy. Sho loft her 
mark In many fields of admin- 
istration. Of her correspondence 
with sovereigns, scholars, and pub- 
licists sho made tho cleverest use.

THE LEAGUE SETUP 

McMustcr's entry Into tho Inlercolleglato loop, now known as 
the Ontario-Quebec Conference, coupled with llio successful visit of 
the L'HC squad for the paraplegic bowl gamo last September lias 
r.tirred many to tho point of thinking why tho football loop can't 
ho further expanded to take. In a few more eastern teams, or make 
the circuit nu Bast-West nffalr. 

The main argument against Ibis, besides tho c.xpcnsrs Involved 
!n carting a team across the continent, Is the time clement. According 
to many of tho coaches there Just Isn't enough time to enlarge tho 
tchedulc. 

At present, with McMastcr In the league, after a test period last 
year to eco If they could put out a squad of senior calibre, tho 
li-chodulo has not been Increased. Bach team still plays tlx games, as 
Iwas tho setup last season but a revolving system has been established 
whereby homo and homo series In some cases are abolished. For 
example, tho Varsity Blues will visit Molsnn Stadium near tho end 
of tho season but the Hodmen will not return tho compliment this 
year. . . and Its Just as well. Similarly, wo visited Queen's this year, 
but they will not show hero. 

At the moment with five teams, the games are not ns crucial 
as In tho past. That Is, In previous years where a slnglo loss could 
Invariably spell a team's doom, now tho tension has eased off some- 
what duo to a rulo change, which specifies that the first and second 
plnco teams meet In a playoff, regardless of whether tho second place 
team has beaten or tied tho league leader. 

In order to expand the league further, the precedent of Saturday 
games would have to ho abandoned. Obviously the schedule cannot 
ho drawn out any further than tho end of November, and any extra 
games would liavo to he played In the same spaco of time, or start 
r. little earlier. This is difficult however, as the boys aro not given 
too much timo to get In shape as it is, and shortening this basic 
period would only load to n poorer brand of ball and many more 
Injuries. 

Only Saturday Hall ? 

But, Is thero nny reason why games can't be scheduled for 
various holidays which come up during the football season ? There 
Is Thanksgiving Day anil Remembrance Day to mention tho biggest. 
From a practical point of view where McOlll Is concerned, a gamo on 
such a day would probably draw a nice crowd. If It didn't clash with 
nn Alouetto tit at Dclormlor Downs. This extra money would 
Isn't In the best possiblo financial position. This extra money would 
be very helpful In paying the exorbitant price of present day Athletic 
teams. . . equipment and such. 

Money however is not tho primary reason for expanding the 
loop, In fact Its about the ninety-ninth. Just think what It would 
feel liko to como Into contact with so many more student?, represent- 
ing nil parts of Canada, than It has been up to now with tho select 
four teams battling it.out alone for so many years. It would provide 
a lcaguo that would be extremely Interesting, and possibly parallel 
the Interest created around the last week in November when Grey 
Cup time rolls around. 

If eight colleges were gathered together to form such a league 
two divisions could be set up, a Western and Eastern. An alternating 
rchedulo would have to be formed whereby, one year each Western 
squad would make a swing through tho Eastern section, as in base- 
ball, and Just the opposite, the following year. This would have each 
team playing seven games. With the two holidays Included a setup 
of this typo could ho possiblo although it would require a team to 
play two games in three days, in some circumstances. It would also 
restrict teams to ono meeting per season, In case they happened to 
meet In a playoff, but the following year tho complote schedule Is 
reversed and, if McGill played UBC In Vancouver lart year wo could 
expect a visit of tho Thunderblrds to Molson Stadium the following 
year. 

Wishful Thinking ? 

It's nil very well to suggest a coast to coast football conlereuce 
rut, alas, if tho fight McMastcr had to get into the then four-team 
Intercollegiate loop, Is any criterion, then Just think of tho battle 
to enlarge tho loop to eight teams! But on the other hand wouldn't 
it bo a nice change to see so many new teams and remember, you 
wouldn't see the same squad twice for two years. Oh if It were only 
ro at tho moment. . . Just think of not seeing Western for two years... 
how they'd bo missed !

Secrets of Historical Attack 
On McGill At Last Unveiled

History books will tell you that

frtm the south since 1775, hut 
then history books never tell the 
wholo story. It was four years ago 
that such an attack was to bo 
witnessed, overpoworlng, deva- 
stating and complote, on the Uni- 
versity's Montreal campus from 
be no longer existant campus by 
tho Richelieu. McGlll was caught 
by surprise: no word of tho great 
attack had leaked out In advance, 
and through tho weeks that fol- 
lowed conflicting nccounts marred 
mi. eh of tho historic authenticity 
of tho tale. 

One cvculng this summer be- 
came an occasion for talking over 
old times with une of 'the veterans 
of tho 1949 McGlll ittuck. As it 
turned out, he had been one of 
the leaders. Now, four years later, 
the whole story can bo told. 

Tho night was for all the night 
of reckoning. For two weeks frosh 
had boon bowing to the whims of 
upperclassincn, lending cheers, 
singing songs and showing res- 
pect. This night tho offenders 
wero gelng tried, and the old Stu- 
dent Union was tense with expect- 
ation. Freshmen were packed Into 
th' Ballroom, and upporclassmen 
crowded every nook , and cranny, 
calling for revenge. 

Seated In the shadow of thu 
gallows, a far from sober Judge 
called for order as the Jurymen 
examined a recent model coffin. 
The stage was set. 

All eyes had been on the Bench 
as more crowds milled through 
the door. Quickly, efficiently the 
Gallery was cleared and a new 
group took over the vantage point. 
Upperclassmen were shouting. 
Freshmen wero all talking at 
once. It was seconds before nny- 
one realized what whs happening, 
lly then the bnttlo was lost and 
won. 

Twenty-five miles south of .Mc- 
Glll, at Dawson College - a story 
In itself, strong College spirit nnd 
heated rivalry were running hand 
In hand. Hero harrack-IIke resi- 
dences housed 800 lower-year men 
students In Science and Engineer- 
ing, out to prove their worth to 
the home campus. 

Before the evening was ovor 
they had completely baffled, be 
fuddled and outwitted McGlll. 

For days the attack had been 
planned. Uuses had been chartered 
and hundreds alerted for tho trip 
Squads wc/e organized and details 
of tho battle drawn up. One group 
to the gallery, to tako control and 
direct proceedings. Others to 
guard the doors, storm the Ball- 
room, capture the Judge and Di- 
rectors, and make a getaway to 
set up a new trial. 

And that's how It happened 
Tho squads stormed in. Each man 
knew his job. Tho Judgo went 
down fighting. Tho Directors - 
Freshman Reception Chalrmnn 
and Students' Society President 
wero ovcrpoworod, rci.ioved from 
the Dallroom, and hustled on 
board tho busos. Freshmen were 
ordered to follow. One squad 
brought tho gallows, and the 
strange gnrrlson moved out 
through city streets. 

They hold a second trial In 
Dominion Square that night, nnd 
Dawson Justice camo to McGlll 

And as a line of old buses 
wound its way through St. Lam 
hert and St. Johns, a President 
and a Chairman were missing, 
well treated If Involuntary over 
night guests at McGlU's "other 
campus" to the south. 

Two years later Dawson College 
became another closed chapter In 
a long University history. Its

,of education was, reached by the 
gentry. They began to swallow 
wholesalo tho political and ao- 
clal Ideas which wore In vogue 
at tho llmo in Western Europe. 
Catherine wrote a new law code, 
The Instruction. In It she borrow- 
ed many principles from Montes- 
quieu's "The Spirit or Law" and 
Beecarla's "Crimes nnd Punish- 
ments." She summoned an assem- 
bly, the Great Commission. Be- 
ginnings of municipal system wore 
encouraged. Hospitals and schools 
were established. Th 0 political, 
social, and economic renaissance 
which Western Kuropo experienc- 
ed In the 14th and 15th centuries, 
flnnlly cam 0 to Itussla. But much 
or It came superficially only: 
Catherine was a reformer, but her 
reign was the culmination or serf- 
dom. She abolished the death sen- 
tence hut Instead she substituted 
tlie living death of Siberia. 

In wars Catherine wns equal- 
ly successful. After long sti ng- 
gles slio defeated Turkey. In 
her war attains! Poland she. oh- 
mined a third of the Polish 
kingdom n s Russian territory. 

Catherine's wars and diplom- 
acy had advanced |hc Empire 
until Hussla was face to face 
with Europe. 

Some years later, In 1812, Rus- 
sia was the main factor in tho 
downfall of Napoleon. Tho con- 
queror or Europe encountered nn 
obstacle he could not defat, and 
In trying to overcome it, he shatt- 
ered his power against it. Russia 
now was a great European power. 



Throughout tho 19th century, 
Russia was coming more and more 
into the light of modernization. 
A mlddlo class began to form. 
That class saw clearly that Russia 
was still u fow hundred' years be- 
hind other European countries. 
Tho oppression of tho despotic 
Tsars began to meet opposition, 
which when treated with a policy 
of repression, added to tho gen- 
eral discontentment. Tho social- 
istic ideas of Marx and Engels, 
coming rrom the West found eag- 
er disciples among tho Russian 
mlddlo class, but tho system of 
the Tsars seemed so deeply root- 
ed, that a violent upheaval des- 
troying every old system seemed 
to he Iho only course. While Rus- 
sia was torn by economic crisis 
from within, and dereat on every 
rrom or World War I rrom with- 
out, that upheaval came in the 
rorm or the revolution or 1916- 
1917. whose ejects tho world still 
feels.
